A confidential source who has furnished reliable 
information in the past, advised on April 8, 1969, that Dr. 
Ralph D. Abernathy, President, Southern Christian Leadership 
Conference (SCLC), held a press conference at the A. G. 
Gaston Motel, Birmingham, Alabama, on the morning of April 8, 
1969, and announced the following: 


“Today I am announcing plans of the Southern 
Christian Leadership Conference for the Second 
Chapter of the Poor People's Campaign, in honor of 
Dr. Martin Luther King, Jr. In the coming weeks | 
and months, the Poor People’s Campaign wiil have a 
major focus in the State of Alabama. 


"Here, where we have already fought many 
battles for freedom, we will raise the issues of 
poverty and racism on local, state and national 
levels, and we will demand responses from local, 
state, and national officials. 


“In Alabama, we will move on two fronts. 
First, we demand that hungry people be fed and pro- 
vided adequate incomes and decent jobs. Second, we 
are organizing a new thrust in politics for poor 
people. 


"Before I go into the details of these 
programs, let me remind you of the severe poverty 
found here in Alabama. It is typical of the poverty 
among 40 million black people, poor whites, American 
Indians, Mexican-Americans and Puerto Ricans through- 


out the United States. 
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"Here in Jefferson County, thousands of poor 
families receive an average of $65 a month in so- 
called welfare. Even the government Says that a 
family of four in Birmingham needs a minimum of $177 
each month for the basic necessities of life. After 
paying rent, a welfare family in Birmingham often has 
only about $40 a month, or less, for food and cleth- 
ing. 


& 


"On a state-wide basis, the cash income to — 
poor families on welfare in Alabama is $876 per 
year. The state welfare department has acknowledged 
that this is only about one-half the amount these 
families need for mere survival. 


"We hear a lot of criticism of ‘welfare’, and 
Americans talk grudgingly about ‘handouts’ to the poor. 
But the average welfare payment to a child in Alabama 
is $15 a month. This is not welfare; it is starvation. 
Any many thousands of poor children in Alabama receive 
no payments at all. | 


"The picture in terms of jobs, income, housing, 
health care and education for poor people is dismal 
in Alabama and across America. Last year, 5,800 
students dropped out of high school in Birmingham. 
Most of these are young black mén. Most poor adults 
in America have full-time jobs, but they are poor 
because they are under-employed -- because their wages 
are so low. A maid in Birmingham, leaving her own 
children to:care for a white woman's children and 
clean her house, often receives only seven dollars a 
day, with no benefits. Countless numbers of grown 
men work all their lives in Birmingham for one dollar 
an hour -- 40 dollars a week to provide for their 
families. If a man lives with his family, and even if 
he is unemployed or ill, and he has no income -- his 
children are not allowed in Birmingham to receive 
welfare. | 


"2, One-third of all the housing in Birmingham 
is classified as sub-standard. One-half of all black 
people here fall below the official poverty line.

"This city has 45,000 families -- 25 per cent 
of its population -- living below the poverty line, 
and yet only 3,000 of those families even qualify ,;

“The rates of infant mortality and maternal 


death at childbirth in Birmingham are among the 
highest in the nation. 


"The 2nd Chapter of the Poor People’s Campaign 
will dramatize the facts and horrors of poverty in 


America. 


The national focus will start here in 


Birmingham and spread to the Black Belt of Alabama 


and other cities across the country. As I have 


mentioned, this chapter of the Campaign will have 
two phases. %

Feed the hungry. We demand that free 


food stamps be made available to all families with 
incomes of less than $3,000. We demand that the 
‘welfare freeze" scheduled for July 1 be repealed. 
We demand that national welfare standards be adopted, 
so that all Americans will have an adequate income 
and will be free from the present cruelties and 
‘dictatorial rules in the welfare system. We demand 
that all Americans who are able to work be provided .

"In working for quality education, SCLC will 
also support student and youth movements, such as 
the present student movement at Alabama State College 
(where we already have staff organizers) and the 


movement by young people for the right to vote at 
age 18. 


"c) Land reform. In-many instances the 
government pays very high subsidies to plantations 
- and big farms for not growing food and fiber. Rich 
farmers and plantation owners get richer while people 
on the land are starving. Much of the land in the 
South and other parts of America was given away by 
the government so that settlers could make a living 
on it. We are now saying that America should redis- 
tribute the land to needy people who can cultivate 
 &t for their own survival. If we must pay a man like 
' . Senator Eastland $13,000 a month for not producing 
’ food or fiber on his plantation, then we should at 
least grant the right of poor people to farm that land 
instead of being forced to go hungry. We also call; 
- upon the government to provide poor farmers with th 


technological aid and Paticiiitetiaiad they need for eer

"d) Housing and community services. Black 
_ and other poor people must have the opportunity to . 
build and control their own homes. This would ' 
provide not only comfortable, sanitary housing, 
but also training in construction skills, new jabs,- 
and new communities. In addition to housing, we 
will work for better medical care through community 
health clinics and hospitals, and improved services 
such as roads, streets, lights, sanitation and water. 


"All of these programs are designed to bring 
black people and other poor people together so that 
they will become aware of their common interests 
and develop the new thrust in politics for. the poor. 
People who have an economic base and the Same 
interests will unite for political control of their 
communities. We will use the programs I have outlined 
to help poor communities and to educate the poor 
politically. Another goal is to register every 
citizen to vote and we will urge them to vote on 
the issues and for personalities that will advance 
the growth and development of their communities. 


"In summary, we seek in Alabama, and in all 
America, during this Second Chapter of the Poor People's 
Campaign: 3 


"1. Food for the hungry, and the jobs and income 
to provide that food, with free food stamps for all 
families whose annual income is less than $3,000. 


"2. Political power for poor people, with 18-year- 
Olds having the right to vote. 


"3. A uniform national welfare system. 


"4, Government regulation of all commodities for 
the necessities of life." 


Reverend Abernathy then gave a "Preamble to 
Demands” and six demands as follows:

Foner told Levison that the national networks are 
‘cover ng the situation and that Charleston is upset. He 
noted/that T. “Y. ‘Rogers, SCLC official, was due to arrive 
in Charleston that night, that on Wednesday, April 23, 1969, 
theraj was to be a meeting of high school students which 
Andy AYoung), SCLC Executive Vice-President was to attend, 
and that on Thursday, April 24, 1969, a rally is to be held 
with Andy (Young) and the wife of Ralph Abernathy, the 
President of the SCLC. Fon continued that on Friday morn- 
ing, April 25,.1969, Ralph‘Kbernathy would be present for a 
rally and mass march which will result in a confrontation. 


Foner related that Abernathy said he would invite 
Coretta King, widow of Martin Luther King, Jr., to be present 
on Thursday night. Foner feIt that it would be better for 
Coretta King to be present on Friday because he believes 
there will be some arrests on that day. He said it would

they can mount a protest if that occurs.

Foner discussed the possibility of getting Ethel 
Kennedy to go to Charleston, South Carolina to lend her 
support. Levison noted that she is not a doer but there is 
no harm in asking her.

has been received from Coretta King that she is prepared to 
go to Charleston. 


Foner ised the leadership and speaking ability of 
Mary Ann-MOultrie, President of Local 1199B of the hospital 
workers in Charleston. He noted that the leaders of the 
Negro community in Charleston are leaders in name only and 
have not been able to produce people.
